histructional broadcasting on public radio accounted 
. for onl>.().6 percent of all the material broadcast, with 
the bulk intended for kindergarten through hi^h school. 
By far the largest percentage of instructional broad- 
casting was done by state "licensees (IL9 percent), 
Agaiii, most of this juatcrial was for the K-12 audience 
with very little* of tijc remaining material for college 
etcdit or continuing education. 

I able 11.7 shows the percentage of air time de\6t^l 
txj programs repeated from the previous two weeks, 2.S 
l)creeut overall. Community and state licensees actually 
had less repeated material than average, while local au- 
thority licensees had a higher than average proportion 
of repeated material, 5.9 |XTccnt. As might be expected, 
stations witlLthp-^liigher budgets did not have to repeat 
as uujeh(ili^rtrriivl as did st;jtions with tighter hscal con- 
straints.' 

On two separate (lucstjons, the stations were asked 
to indicate program content or targcf audiences (e.g.. 



ethnic, nunority, or special interest groui)s). The fir.st 
cjucstion was whether the |)rogram was about one of 
these groups; and the second, w hether the program had 
any of the groui)s as a target audience, hi addition, cer- 
tain NPR i)rograiiis (see chapter VI) were specially 
coded for eoiiii)utcr idcMitification.

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Chapter III . 



Public Radio by Daypart 



Ylic, ninnbcr of niiiuitcs of pM)grainining per lunir 
devoted to tlie broad eoiiteiit eategories l)y the average 
publie radio station in VY 1982 is l)roken down oil an 
luuir-by-lioiir basis in Table IIM. Figure III.l displays 
this information grapbieally. The total number of min- 
utes is less than 60 per hour, beeause not all 228 publie 
radio stations weYb on f be air for 24 hours every day of 
the year. Hie figures prese\ited are the average minutes 
per pui)lie radio station. Thus, in Hie period between ^ 
and 6 a. in., there was an average of lOss than lOniimites 
of^aterial per hour. 'I hik signifies tUat less jfran oiie 
sixtli of the stations were on the air cjtuljig those hours. 

I hore were three peaks of news/publie affairs eon- 
tent, iMrst, at6to'9aju, (reflecting Morning Ec/Zf/ori), 
another just around noon, and the third, about 4 to 7 
p in, (reflecting All IhingH Considered). The percent- 
age of Jiuisic aired grew throughout the broadcast day 
with the exception of two dips — a brief one at noontime 
and another between 4 and 7 p in. Music dominated 
prograinining after 7 p.m. and comprised nearly 85 per- 
cent of what little was broadcast between midnight and 
oani. 

Informational programmiilg stayed at a relatively 
constant niut) percent of all material in the morning^ 
h'ours before J I ji ni. Its percentage rose brieflv^it luxm^ 
before falling to a lower level (about six perceni) be- 
tween 2 and 4 p.m. Between S and 8 p.m, informational 
material represented about seven minutes per hour in 
an average station's schedule and declined after that. 

Spoken word performances were generally less than 
four minutes of each hour of programming except for 
a brief period in the early evening. In the two hours 
between 6 and 8 p.m. spoken word performances com- 
prised more than 10 percent of all air time. Instructional 
material, which never representcxi much more than two 
percent of all material, was at its highest percentage 
between the school hours of 9 a hi, and l^p.xn. 
» The percentage of news/public affairs m\d informa- 
' tion material peaked in the late afternoon. The strong* 



est contributor to the ^ to* 7 p.m, peak for both 
news/public affairs^and inf()rmational programming was 
All Things Considered. In Table III. 2, the percentage 
of hours by several selected programs is presented in 
various dayparts, (NPK programming wiirj)e discussed 
in more detail in Chapter'VT) All IhiugK Considered 
comprised ^3,0 percent of the material broadcast by an 
average publie radio station on weekdays betw een 1 and 
7 pju. Morning Edition reprc^sentedian even higher 
proportion (^7,8 percent) of the weekday broadcasts be- 
tween 6 and 10 a,m. 

The noontime bulges in new s/public affairs and in- 
fortnational material arc not attributable t() anyj^artic- 
ular NPR programs but stem to represent a typical pro- 
gramming philosophy in public radio. They were 
evident in the KY 1980 survey as well. One difference 
in this year's results is the greater contribution of 
news/public affairs in the morning hours. This is at- 
-tributable to the expansion of NPR's Morning Edition 
service. This^rvice feeds news and public affairs ma- 
terial to the stations but allows them to insert their own 
local material as desired. 

In filling out the survey fonns (see Appendix C) some 
stations inade a distinction between the material they 
interwove in the Morning Edition feed, coding it as 
being *1ocalIy** distributed, with that which was distrib- 
uted by NPR. Other stations might simply <?odc the en- 
tire block of prdgratmning jis having a ^^combination"' 
distribution. Tor these latter stations, it is not possible 
to determine precisely the percentages of tTc Morning 
Edition houns which originated at NPR, Tor the pur- 
pose of Table IIT2. these* '*combinatioir* hours have 
* been included jn the Morning lidition figures. The fig- 
ures exclude those which were definitely 'locaT' in or- 
igin, 'Thus the results indicate that on weekdays, 
|X*rcent, or more than one third, of all material broad- 
cast between 6 and 10 a.m. was part 6f this broadly 
defined Morning Edition service, 
'The cmly other NPR program to have a significant

impact on tlit* a\ crayc station's schedule was fazz A/i vc!, 
whicli comprised 7.*? percent of the material hroadcast 
hetween 7 p.m. and midnight on weekends. 

Tahle III.*? shows in greater detail thy makeup of the 
various dayparts in terms' of the content categories. Be- 
^ai^e dayparts different lengths, the average h()urs.\ 
for each have not heen presented. 

Music progranuning comprised 80.3 percent of all 
weekend air time, hut fi'^.S percent of weekday air time. 
The situation was reversed for news/puhlic affairs pro- 
grams with niore than twice as great a percentage hroad- 
cast on weekdays iMi on the weekend, hiformational pro- 
granuning was also more conunon during the week (8.3 
percent vs. 6.2 percent on the weekend), while spoken 
word performances were 3.6 |)ercent weekdays and 4.5 
percent on the weekends. Drama, however, was more 
prevalent on the .weekends. Naturally, instructional 



programming was nearly ahsent on weekends, generally 
heing restricted to weekdays hetwt*en 9 %,\\\, and 3 

In lahlc III. 4 (A through K), the Variation hy daypart 
in formats, focus, target audienc'c, distrihutor, mode of 
transmission, and repeat is shown. Thus, concerts v\;^» 
hroadcast more often on weekends and hetween 7 pjii. 
and midnight on weekdays than at other times. Pro- 
granuning about and for minorities was more frequent 
on weekends than weekdays, hut locally distributed pro- 
gramming was less frequent on the weekenfr(52.9 per- 
cent vs. 57.6 ixTCcnt for weekdays). I he greatest pro- 
portion of locally distrihiited programming, however, 
was hroadcast in the ver>' late night period (over 80 per- 
cent on bx)th weekdays and weekends at that time), fol- 
lowed by weekdays around noon and on weekend morn- 
higs. I . • .

Chapter II clcnionstratccl tluit, in VY mi, 87.8 per- 
cent of all programming hours consisted of nt^ilJic/ror 
ncws/pnhlic affairsr^Sijice these two categoric account 
for a great deal of air time, they will he discussed in 
• . further detail. 

Music accounted for 68.5 percent of all iiir finiCj or 
au average of 12.9 hours per day per station in KY 1982. 
Tahle IV. I gives a hreakdown of the distinct types of 
. music hroadcast. i'lie majority (53.6 percent) was clas- 
sical music excluding ()pt;ra, which represented 3!. 6 per- 
cent of all music hours. VUc second most aired wis ja/z, 
' comprising H)ver one fifth (22.8 percent) of the' music 
hroadcast on puhlic radio stations. Contemporary 
music contrilnited (5 6 percent), while follNmd other 
types added up to 14 percent. In Chapter III it'was noted 
that jazz was most connnon in the evening (after 7 p in.) 
and in late night (after midnight) programming. 

Certain NPR programs were nuisical but these did 
not really account for a significant percentage of all 
nnisic programming. (See Fable IV 2.) 

in comparing the transmission mode of music pro- 
grams versus all programs, it was found that the per- 
centage of stereo brrfadcasting aniong music programs 
was higher. Table IV.? siiows tliat 9.1,1 percent of all 
music hours were broadcast in stereo compared to 73 
percent of all programming. 

Strictly local or regional newscasts accounted for 10.5 
percent of all news/public affairs hours, while na- 
tional/international newscasts. accounted for 5J.9 per- 
cent. (See I able IV. 4.) Tor this survey. All I hings Con- 
sidered was coded as national/international news, riiis, 
of course, has a significant impact on the figures above 
sitice All I hings Considered accounted for more than 
one quarter (29.2 ix:rcent) ot all news/public affairs 
hours. dl^-i^ 

Tables IV. 6 througlil^Bud I igures IV. 1 through 
IV. 4 compare nuisic anoll^s/public affairs program- 
ming. News/public affairs progpainming will be ton.sid* 
cred first. 

As illustrated in Table IV. 7 and Figures IV/i and 



IV.4, NPR distriblited 6^.5 percent of all news/public 
affairs hpiirs compared to 11.2 percent of nnisic 
progranmiing. I'he \iipact of" Morning Edition is 
distributed between ^PR apd the combination 
categony, which made up 5.8 percent of the news/pwb- 
lic affairs hours. Together, the NPR and cohibination 
hours of Morning - Edition made up 27.? percent 
of all news/public affairs hours. In comparison to 
1980, NPR has supplied an increasing percentage of 
news/public affairs (6^.5 percent vs. 54,5 percent) and 
a slightly reduc€d.\percenti)ge of music (1 1 percent vs. 

percent). Twenty-four point one |K*rcent of news/ 
public affairs hours originated locally compared to 
69.2 percent of music prpgramniing. The only other 
major contrihutioii to either music or new.s broad- 
casting was made by other public radio sources and 
olitsidc syndicators which distributed 7.7 percent 
and 7.8 percent hours of music, respectively, in KY 
1982. • ' 

The majority of new.s/public affairs hours (67 percent) 
was in magazine forniat (.see Table IV. 6 and Figure 
IV. 2), while traditional newscasts accounted for ,14,5 
percent and the talk/lecture format compri.sed an ad* 
ditional 7.6 percent. By contrast, oyer three-quarters ol 
the music hours (76.3 percent) were announcers with 
recordings ( Table IV.. 6 and r'igure IV. 1), while most ol 
the remaining nnisic niaterial (18.8 percent) consisted 
of concerts. While the musical format percentages wore 

.within a few points of those in 1980, the news/public 
affairs data for 1982 indicate an increased reliance on 

magazine format (67* percent vs. 55.4 percent) and a 
decreased use of standard newscasts (14.5 percent vs. 
18.7 percent) and talk/lecture forniat (7.6 percent vs. 1 1 
percent). ^ 

Table lV.8 shows the percentage of music and 
news/public affairs hours by use of repeats. There were 
virtually no repeat hours for either^ category. In the 
music category, 98.4 percent of lioors had no repeats 
and the news/public affairs category had 96^) percent 
no repeat hours.

7.7 percent of all air time for an averd^jc of I S hours 
per station |)er clay. Table V.I gives the breakcJown of 
this progrannniniL; into the vario^ns suhcategories. More 
than one third (^S percent) of this type of material fell 
into tlie ciilture/art/review.s category with considerably 
.smaller portions distributed among otiwr topics. 

Two NV\{ programs contributed significantly to the 
total of informational material (20, H percc^nt) aired on 
piiWic radio stations in KY 1982. (See Table V.S.) All 
ihififis Comnlered accounted for 9 7 percent and Morn- 
ing' Edition, including the portion<i C()Jk*d. by stations 
as originating in combination (i.e., from both NPK and 
local sources), (comprised 11.1 percent. 

Spoken Word performances contributed under 4S 
minutes to the average stations broadcast day and 
» under one half (46. S percent) was drama and ftlxnit one 
(juarter (24 S percent) was poetry and othtfV literature 
readings (see 'Tab\V. 2). NPR programs contributed 6.6 
percent of all spoken word performance Uours (sec 
Table V^) 

Of the very small portion of instructional material ofi 
public radio stations (Icss than seven minutes per Station 
per day on average) in KV 1982, the vast majority (7^.S 
percetit) o||all instructional hours' wore intended for 
children not beyofui Itigh seho()l (see Table V.4). 

Two survey questions concerning proi^amming in- 
volved sp^cial groups; The hrst asked if the program in 
c|uestioh was about ajny of the special groups; and the 
second ask^d if the program had special groups a 
farget aiidicnee. Special interest programming ac- 
counted for 6.6 percent of all air time In KY 1982, 



Kigure V, I and Table V,S show the breakdown of 
s|)eeial interest progrannning in terms of the focus or 
target groups.

pereent overall. (See figure VI, I,) Among local pro- 
gramming, the percentages of each of the music -cate- 
gories followed the ,same |)attern as total air time. In 
local progranmiing, cla,ssical mu.sic and ja// were still 
the most frcqlient (41 percent and 22.5 percertt, re- 
spectively), but there wa,s also a fairly large pereentage 
of co^itemporary music (6,5 |)ercent). 

News/public affairs and information, including All 
l lwigs Considered and Morning Edition, accounted for 
a much larger percentage of the NPR-distributed hours 
than they did in general, Specifica^ 49.5 percent of 
NPR hours were new,s/|)ul)lic af^ms, compared to only ^ 
8,2 percent of the locally distributed material, lor in- 4 
formational pr()gramnung, the resi)ective figures were 
12, 1 percent for NPR and 5.8 percent for local material. 

Id terms of the different program formats, a greater 
pereentage of NPR hours coiwiisted of concerts (21 per- 
^cent) and dramati/ations (6 peicent) than was the case 
in general (12.9 percent ijud 2.4 percent, respectively). 
There was also a higher pereentage of lecture/talk shows 
on NPR (4.8 percent). The hig^ie>vt percentage was in* . 
maga/ine format — 55. pereeiit — the result, again, of 
two NPR programs, I*\)r locally distributed programs, 
announcer with recordings dominated the format cat- ^ 
egories, comprising 84. percent of the local material, 
compared to 55. percent of all material. 

In terms of ropeatS, there were some repeats for NPR 
hours (4.6 |)ercent)» but virtually i]o repeats for local 
hours (0.7 percent).

Survey Method and Operations 



Sample Selection 

l*or the purpose oT this survey, 228 publiii' radio sta- 
tions were surveyed on sevlMi predesignated days. The 
sample year — l**Y 1%2 — was divided into seven seg- 
ments, S2 days each. Within each segment, stations 
were randomly assigned to one of the 52 ckiys. Tluis, 
the sample for each station was spread over a %4-day 
*\sample year" (excluding October 1, 1981) and pro- 
gramming from all %4 days was sampled. An additional 
constraint was that the seven days selected for each sta- 
tion had to represent the seven days of the week (Sun- 
day. Monday, Tucvsday, etc.), although not necessarily 
in that order. Therefore, the total s^unple covered an 
equal juimbcr of schedtilos for eactNweckday — e.g., 
there were 228 Wednesdays in the sample, with each 
stahon represented once. 

The sample was generated hy the eotfn)uter according 
to the following rules: (1) tlie %4 days of the .sample 
Aear were mnnbered and divided into seven segments 
of 52 days eaehr(2) within tlic first segment, each station 
was randonily assigned (by a rando^n number generator) 
one of the 52 dates; (^) for the second segment, each 
station was onee again randomly assigned one of the 52 
dates; however, the date was replaced l)y another ran- 
dom selection if it fell on the same day of the week as 
the first sample date; (4) station-by-station sample se- 
lection was r(;peate(l in this fashion for the remaining 
segments of the year. Day^s of the week that had already 
been chosen for a giveii station were not allowed to. 
recur, but the sample was otherwise random within 
each segment of the year. 

» In sunnnary, the sample had the following charac- 
teristics: 

• Kach day of the sample year was reptesentcd, and 
each had an ecjual probability tif being chosen, 

• ^I he sample of each .station was spread over the seven 

segments of the whole year. 

• Kach station was sampled once for each day of the 
week. 



• There was an ecjual number of sample dates for each 
day of the week, one for each station. 

Re$pon.se Rate 

The original sampling included seven dates for each 
of 228 stahons, or 1,5^ station-days. The results in- 
cluded data from 1,0^4 ^atii)n-days. Thus, the rate of 
response was 64.8 percent\f the station-days in the sam- 
ple. 

Estimates of Annual| Averages ' 

The seven sample <lays (one week) assigned each sta- 
tion represented V^hsths of its sample year schedule. 
Estimated annual averages were calculated by multi- 
plying occurrences in the sample by ^V? after correcting 

f(ox nonresponse (1he survey response rate was 64.79 
percent). The annual per-station average was obtained 
by taking the estimated annual average and dividing by 

• the number of stations. For example, the suxvey yielded 
19,524 hours of material, representing 1,034 of the 1,5% 
possible station days in the sample. Correcting for non- 
response by a factor of '^"^1034 yields 30,136 hours in 
the sample frame." Multiplying by ^V? generates 
1,571,361 annual hours, or 6,892 hours per station in 
FY 82. * 

Survey Operations 

The survey items and methodology were approved by 
CPB s Office of Communication Research during the 
summer of 1979, Prior to the inception of the survey in 
FY 1981, representatives of the followin^groups met to 
discuss and refine draft survey instruments: Research 
& Programming Services, Nationial Public Radio; and 
Computer Information Services, Communication Re- 
search, Riidio Activities^ and Educational Activities, 
CPB I 

The original list of stations was made from CPB rec- 
ords. 

Envelopes prepared prior to the survey were ad- 
dressed to proi^am managers with labels from the CPB 
computerized address file. Each contained a survey 
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code sheet, two response |heets, an instruction sheet, 
a cover letter, and a business-size return envelope. 
jC'oinputer-printed gummed labels were prepared and 
affixed to the res|K)nse sheets to indicate the nirtnc of 
the station, the date and day for which there was to be 
a report and the code numbers for the staticiii and the 
sample date. Packets were prepared for every station- 
day in the survey (i.e,, sevc^w for each station!, sorted 
chronologically by &Mdffm: surveyed and grouped l)y 
eacli week in the survey period. The packets were 
mailed once a week sevcjn to 14 days ahead of the survey 
datci in question. 

A master schedule of survey dates and stations was 
pre|)ared. As responses arrived, they were tallied against 
their scheduje. If no res|X)nse was received within five 
weeks, a follow-up packet was sent. I1ie follow-up 
packet contained all the survey^niaterials plus a special 
follow-up cover letter (see Appendix C). Following a 
second five-week period, the a.ssistant project director 
eitlier sent out a second follow-up letter or telephoned 
tlie station based on previous contacts with the stations. 
If earlier survey dates had been late or were accom- 
panied i)y a Icttet or comment about the survey,, a per- 
sonal follow-up letter was written. If there had been no 
respon.se at ail from the station, a telephone call wa.<f 
made. 

•Starting Npvcniber 1982, all stations that had not re* 
turned one or more of the survey forms were tele- 
phoned, and many agreed to return the forms as soon 
as possible. A few indicated tluit the survey was too great 

' a bfirden, and they were\i?;kcd to scud copies. of their 
logs fofi the appropriate dates. 

'{'he survey year was divided into seven equal seg- 
ments. Completed surveys from a given segment were 
manilnlly edited. Precodtd program identificatidn num- 
bers were added for a few NPR programs. The program 

• starting times were converted to a 24-hour clock where 
tiie a.m./p^ni, system lu)d been used. Illogical codes 
were corrected. The forms were designed to be used 
directly by keypunchcrs; thus, the editor had to ensure 
that there were no ambiguities or illegal cmles. 

The data were keypunched and verified by a com- 
mercial service and processed througli a computer ed- 
iting scheme that searched for logical errdrs (e.g., a 
news/public affairs program coded as being in the con- 

i 



ct?rt format). With Over I9,5()0 cases to be processed, 
the editing routine identified relatively few problems 
and almost all ()f these seemed to be clerical errors — 
typically column shifts. It proved to be e.speciall5(^ im- 
portant to correct these column shifts becau.se they 
might in<]uifAkw6(K) minutes of the wrong program type 
instead of 60 minutes of the appropriate program type. 

Another computer program overrode coding of pro- 
gran> types for the predefined NPR programs so that 
they were coded consistently for all the stations. For 
the daypart analysis in Chapter III another computer 
rogram converted the programs that began in one 
ci:)ck hour and ended in the next (e g., a 45-minute 
pLgTTjm starting at 8:40 and ending at 9:25); to two or 
mVe sections' that started and ended in the same clock 
hour (e.g., a 20-minute program starting at 8:40 and a 
25rniinute program starting at 9:()()). 

The edited data were processed by standard analyses 
available in the Stc)tistical Package for the Social Sci- 
ences (SPSS). 

There was- a low percentage (less than five percent) 
of^missingdata f^r any given variable, although in some 
cases **()ther" was a valid response. It was assumc*d that 
jiiissing data were distributed in j)r()portion to the re- 
sponses given. Annual average hours were calculated 
as described in Chapter I. In eases of cross-tabulation, 
missing data increased as a function of the two or three 
variables used, and it was assumed that single variatx.* 
pro|j«ltions were proper, and totals were adjusted to 
mateli marginal values determined by a frequency 
count of each variable. 

The survey covered six variables about stations, three 
about the date (.school-in-sessipn, time of year, and day 
of^week) and eight about programs (with five content 
categories defined). All possible combinations of two or 
more variables would have required an encyclopedic 
compendium of data> Editorial judgment was shared by 
the*pr()ject staff and representatives of CPB. Variables 
and relationships' to be studied were chosen and addi- 
tional computer analyses were called for when the data 
indicated new areas to be .studied further. In the end, 
the basic aucilyses specified by the project proposal were/ 
made and many additional analyses and categories were 
used.

rhc Scunplc design of this survey was not a simple 
random sam|>lc. Programs were eliistered, that is, all 
prc^ams foir a single station-day were taken together. 
Days Were ehosen [rom seven segments of the year and 
the sample was stratificxl to include a sampling of seven 
dates for ^eaeh station. A simple random sirttiple would 
have randomly ehosen individual programs from 
among the 1,4 million h()m:iiof material transmitted hy 
all statioiis.
